While it ig expected that the Food 
Administration in the near future 
will take some action with regard to 
the. disposition and movement from 
the farms of grains other than 
wheat, Imperial Valley farmers re- 
port that euch action will come too 
late to assist them, asserting, as re- 
cently reported in The Times, that 
since their barley was harvested 
they have been facing a situation 
probably without a parallel in the 
history of the country. 

With thousands of bushels of dar- 
ley threshed and sacked, the mar- 
ket soaring, and the world crying 
for food, the grain producers of the 
great American Nile region, because 


they say, by the necessary 
of the government in con- 
trolling the ordinary channels of 
commerce, have been without buy- 
ers for their product and without 
cash returns. The money needed to 
pay debte and put in the follow- 
ing crop of milo has not been forth- 
coming. and the grain has been 
stacked without protection from the 
sun in the open fields. ' 

Should no other relief come, the 
farmers have one temporary expe- 
dient, according to local warehouse 
officials, who assert that under the 
circumstances the only thing to do 
is to store the barley and borrow on 
the warehouse receipts, which are 
nebotiable. Up to 75 per cent. of 
the market value frequently is: 
loaned on barley, they assert. 

THE NEED OF MONEY. 

Although the farmers must pay 
Insurance, freight and storage 
charges, the cash, which will be im- 
mediately available upon reeipt of 
the grain at the warehouse, is ex- 
peted to be an inducement to many 
Imperial Valley farmers to market 
their barley in this manner. 

The “joker” at present is the car 
shortage, one warehouse man point- 
ed out yesterday, in discussing this 
remarkable situation. His company 
he says, has M received 
ley from Imperial Valley in refrig- 
erator cars. The sacks he asserted, 
were so sunburned @hat they fell 
apart when lifted, necessitating re- 
sacking at an expense of at beast 24 
cents a sack, the loss of 
the original high-priced bags. This 
condition would indicate, he says, 
that the grain lay in the fields un- 
til damaged, and was finally ship . 
as a last resort, in the “reefers. 

Asserting that his hands are tied 
by regulations, and that he ig prac- 
tically out of the market and un- 
able to handle the grain, one Los 
Angeles dealer yesterday gave an 
interesting angle of the situation. 

“JOKE” ON FARMERS. 


“The joke, and a grim one it is, 
eme to be on the Impertal Valley 
farmers, whose recognized prestige 
as early producers has come back 
at them seemingly as a serious 
handicap,” he said. “Anticipating

served as a bazometer to indicate 
what results might be expected un- 
der present trade conditions in other 
sections, and has given officials a 
guide by which to regulate the gen- 
eral movements. 

“The Imperial farmers, however, 
although patriotically interested in 
maximum production and the great- 
est possible use of their lands, find 
it difficult te reconcile themselves 
to their role of barometers, when 
the grain is being injured and thé 
returns are badly needed to put in 
more crops. They are, therefore, ex- 
pressing the hope that the car short-. 
ege will not prove to be so acute 
that they cannot at least take ad- 
vantage of the already overtaxed 
warehouse facilities.” *

That the Southern § California 
Edison Company over paid the city 
$142,000 for power in the first eight 
months of this fiscal year was dis- 
closed, yesterday, following the ad- 
mission of Howard Robertson, prest- 
dent of the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners, that the daily pay- 
ments for city power have ‘tecreased 
from $2000 per day to 1673.82. 
Should this money be deducted from 
the payments to be made in the 
next few weeks, the power fund, it 
is asserted, will not aggregate the 
amount required to meet the sink- 
ing fund and interest on the out- 
standing city bonds and another 
bond issue may be required. 

There is now in the city treasury 
for this purpose approximately 
$427,000, it ie stated, and the amount 
required on July 1, is about $600,000. 
City officials yesterday were unable 
to explain why the Southern Call- 
fornia Edison Company overpaid the 
city the sum of $142,000 in the first 
part of this year. It is stated that 
the Public Service Commirsion 
knew of this over-payment and that 
the money was accepted and was 
placed in the city @¢reasury.
